PARIS, Aug. 10 (AP) — The 
French National Assembly today 
approved by a big majority 
Premier Mendes-France's eco- 
nomic and financial recovery 
program. 

The deputies not only gave 
Mendes-France a new vote of 
confidence but also accorded 
him large special powers to deal 
with France's financial situation 
until March 31, 1955. 

It was another victory for the 
Premier who was given the office 
almost two months ago on a 
three-fold program of reaching 
a truce in Indochina, working 
out a compromise on EDC and 
giving France’s economy a 
thorough going over. 

The official tally was 361 to 
90..The Communists, who had 
previously supported Mendes- 
France, voted against him to- 
day, but he picked up the votes 
of-many previously bostile mem- 
bers of the Popular Republican 
Movement. 

Goals of Program. 

These are the general goals 
of Mendes-France’s economic 
program: 

ly Opening the way for more 
competition within France and 
lowering trade restrictions in 
Europe. 

2. Converting enterprises with 


high production costs to other 


types of products. 

3. Expanding industrial and 
agricultural production, at the 
same time finding new markets 
for the extra production. 

4. Spurring housing construc- 
tion: 
Through all these measures, 
Mendes-France hopes to free 
France from dependence on 
United States aid and to im- 
prove the standard af living 
through expansion of the 
economy.

Isn't there any way that St. Louis 
and the county can prohibit the Pub- 
Service Aa from treating the rid- 


Mayor Tucker has painted a fine portrait of 
the Market street slum clearance project, and 
every citizen can well admire it, But that, as 
the Mayor is first to point out, does not make 
the picture come true. 

Nobody can reasonably deny the need for 
rehabilitating the tenement district along Mar- 
ket between Twentieth street and Grand 
boulevard. There are 5630 dwelling units in 
thet area, most of them built for a past cen- 
tury, more than half without running water, 
88 per cent without private toilet or bath. 

Those are the conditions of an eighteenth 
century city. And St. Louis cannot stand still 
for so long without paying for it in some way 
some time. 

The Land Clearance for Redevelopment Au- 
thority proposes to sweep out most of these 
330 dilapidated acres. The city would pay for 
some of the clearance but the Federal Govern- 
ment would pay for most of f. Then private 
development would take over, The residents 
would be rehoused. New buildings would 
spring up. Parks and expressways would inter- 
lace them. 

Yet where is all this? Let us be frank about 
it. It is not yet in the planning stage. It is 
in the dream stage. 

This is the stage in which the downtown 
plaza redevelopment project existed while citi- 
zens voted twice before they would accept a 
small bond issue to pay for it. 

This is the same anticipatory stage in which 
expressways were left while small neighbor- 
hoods objected to the area’s accepting express- 
ways, even as a federal-state gift. 

This is more or less the same stage which 
leaves the riverfront memorial park.a dusty 
parking lot instead of a green civic center with 
a shining symbolic arch. 

The Market street project is five years away 
from the date when anything at all concrete is 
done about it. 

Mayor Tucker stated the case very well, yet 
perhaps still not strongly enough. He said the 
Market street project depends to a great extent 
on how the people vote on the earnings tax 
in the Sept. 30 special election. 

To a great extent? If the city does not vote 
the tax into its own charter, and thus stop 
the anxious trips to Jefferson City to get per- 
mission to tax its people, there is no use talk- 
ing about major civic improvements. We can 
stick to dreams, 

The city has to have the guarantee of earn- 
ings tax revenue before it can support a civic 
improvement bond issue’ planned for hext year. 
And to get that guarantee a three-fifths majority 
is necessary on Sept. 30. 

St. Louis progress has lived chiefly on dreams 
and pretty pictures for several long years. The 
earnings tax election offers the city a chance 
to turn some dreams into an order that makes 
dirt fly.

The best news out of France in many a day—

Jess Hoover ran the blacksmith shop where 
his barefoot small boy, Herbie, stepped on a 
chip of hot fron at the forge one summer day. 
That young Hoover was an adventuresome little 
fellow; when he saw a cauldron of bubbling 
tar, he lighted a stick and dropped it in by way 
of experimentation. The excitement that fol- 
lowed brought ‘all West Branch running and 
sent the young physicist off in terrorized flight. 

Cook’s Hill was the long decline down which 
the boys, on winter nights, guided their home- 
made sleds, belly-buster style. The swimming 
hole was under the Burlington bridge and even 
if it had not been screened by willows every- 
one would have gone in in his birthday clothes 
just the same.

President Eisenhower says 
none of the proposals in Con- 
gress to restore about $500,000,- 
000 worth of seized assets to 
West Germany have his Admip- 
istration’s approval so far, but 
he hopes “a fair, equitable and 

satisfactory solution can be ar- 
rived at.“ 

The President's statement in 
a letter to West Germany's 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer 
was made public by the White 
House today along with the mes- 
sage from Adenauer to Eisen- 
hower urging return of the as- 
sets. 

The properties were seized 
from German owners during 
World War II. 

In his letter, the President 
said, “The solution of this com- 
plex of problems lies with the 
Congress.” 

James C. Hagerty, presidential 
press secretary, made public the 
Eisenhower - Adenauer exchange 
after being asked for comment 
on a published report saying 
the United States “has quietly 
informed the West German gov- 
ernment not to expect the re- 
turn of seized assets valued at 
about $500,000,000.” 

Hagerty called the attention 
of reporters to the final para- 
graph of Eisenhower's letter 
saying solution of the problem 
rests with Congress. The Presi- 
dent added: 


“Several bills dealing with 
the subject are now pending 
there, and members of my Cab- 
inet and other Government of- 
ficials have appeared and ex- 
pressed their views. None of 
the measures thus far proposed 
has the approval of my Ad- 
ministration, but you may be 
assured that this problem is re- 
ceiving earnest consideration 
and it is my hope that a fair, 
equitable and satisfactory solu- 
tion can be arrived at.” 

Hagerty said that on the basis 
of those Eisenhower statements 
to Adenauer, “it would, I think, 
not be correct to interpret the 
letter of the President as a com- 
plete turn down of the Chancel- 
lor’s request.” He added that 
the President’s statements were 
“not so intended.”

Eating Problem

7 been a year old,” a mother writes. He improves 
only slightly as time goes by. He is now 3%. He is 

outwardly husky, but he will not eat the regular meals my 

husband and I eat or even taste a new food that is not of 

his choice. 

“When visiting my mother or sister I either let him go 
hungry instead of making a dish he enjoys or I have to pre- 
pare what he does like. They fell I am not strict enough 
with him. On occasion, through threats of a spanking, she 
(my sister) can get him to taste a new food. When I try 
this he will taste, but he gags, or he'll put it in his mouth 
and spit it out. You can't force him to swallow, or can you? 
He may eat a new food after threats and getting a stick and 


telling him you'll use it, but the next time you give him 
that food he will not eat it voluntarily. 


HAVE a problem that I’ve had ever since my son has

“] WAS TOLD he will improve with age, but he seems 
to go forward so slowly. He doesn't like meat and won't 
chew it or take a bone in his hand. He'll have nothing to 
do with it, and when you put it on his plate he will put it 
on the table or will even throw it on the floor. 

“I feel I've failed. Somewhere—sometime in his in- 
fancy, I feel I did something wrong, but I can’t seem to cor- 
rect it now. I feel perhaps I’ve been too lenient after what 
my family have said, although it seems I've tried every- 
thing. 

“Is duress the method to use to compel him to try a 
new food? What suggestions do you have to offer? It is 
very embarrassing when invited to dinner with him and 
all he eats are raw vegetables, milk and bread.” 


x X * 

YOUR BOY’S EATING PROBLEM does seem rather 
severe. However, we feel that forcing a child to eat gen- 
erally yields negative results. Under duress he may eat 
moré at one meal, but in the long run improvement in 
eating will come faster when no issues are made over 
food. Your main goal should be to help him enjoy food 


and, if possible, see that he gets a well-rounded diet, even ter 
though he is not eating many different foods. 


If he is gaining weight adequately, as he appears to 
be from your comment that he is outwardly husky, you 
probably have little to worry Often at 4% to 5 
years of age there is an increase in appetite, and a spread 
in variety of foods accepted. 

If attention is called to his eating habits while visit- 
ing, ‘and resistance built up, we would suggest not visiting 
at: mealtimes. But you might try to have some favorite 
children visit him at home, and introduce smal] amounts 
of new food at that time, 


Children sometimes improve their eating habits in a 


nursery school which serves meals. If there is one in your 
vicinity, you might try that approach temporarily. 

In general, the less comment made about food and the 
more pleasant the atmosphere, the quicker children will 
improve eating habits, It is especially important for you 
to believe that it is not something that you have done, which

NEW YORK, Aug. 10 (AP). 
OM CONDON was headed 
home early on the morning 
of July 10, humming softly 

as he made his way along a quiet 
residential street in Brooklyn. 

Three youths on the stoop of 
a house snarled at him out of 
the darkness as he passed, “Shut 
your mouth.” 

Condon told them not to an- 
noy him and tried to continue 
on his way. But they fell on 
him, knocked him down and 
stomped and kicked him again 
and again. Condon died later 
in a hospital, his skull crushed, 
his jaw broken, his face shat- 
tered beyond recognitign. 

“The most vicious assault 
we've ever seen,” said the de- 
tectives on the case. 

Condon, 40 years old, was a 
quiet, decent man, the father of 
four children. His senseless 
murder rests heavily on the 
city’s conscience today. This 
crime, and many others like it, 
have suddenly awakened New 
York to the fact that it has a 
vicious crime Wave on its hands. 
Lawlessness on the city’s 6000 
miles of streets is mounting— 
it is 11 per cent above last year 
so far, 

New York averages a murder 
a day, as Police Commissioner 
Francis W. H. Adams so dra- 
matically pointed out the other 
day in his now-famous “hot Au- 
gust Sunday” speech. Said 
Adams, a lawyer and former 
United States attorney: 

“Before this hot August Sun- 
day is over one of us will have 
been murdered.” 

Then he went on to tick off 
the other crime averages. that 
confront New Yorkers—27 as- 
saults a day, three rapes, 140 
burglaries, 40 car thefts, 31 
stickups, 69 grand larcenies, and 
miscellaneous others. They add 
up to 317 felonies a day.

In 
the last 22 years, New York has 
grown by a million in popula- 
tion. The police force has grown 
by 500 men. And shorter hours 
and other improved working con- 
ditions have reduced its man 
hours. 

Adams desperately wants to 
ehlarge the present 19,800-man 
force by at least 7000 cops. This 
would cost an added $35,000,000 
a year and the city is up against 
it for money. Mayor Robert F. 
Wagner did order a speed up to 
put eligible police force appli- 
cants in uniform as fast as pos- 
sible. But there are less than 
600 of these. 

Adams also wants his cops 
better paid. A rookie starts at 
$3915 a year and the most the 
average cop can aspire to dur- 
ing his career is $6080 a year— 
the salary of a detective first 
grade or a lieutenant. 

Every New Yorker knows his 
city is underpoliced. He used to 
know the cop on his beat per- 
sonally, Today, the foot patrol- 
man is almost a thing of the past 
in many sections of the city. 
Cops have to travel in cars to 
cover the city’s 299 square miles. 

A cop in a prowl car admit- 
tedly cannot keep things in hand 
as well as a cop on foot. And as 
respect for the law diminishes, 
violences rises. Thirty-two of 
Adams’s cops have been beaten 
up on duty in the last three 
months, 

Inadequate policing has turned 
sections of New York—famous 
sections — into savage jungles, 
where no sane man or woman 
would venture alone after dark.

Ae match-point, when a pair 


gets into a very bad contract 
the declarer should usually 
take all sorts of risks to bring > 
home, because he is going to get 
a bottom or near to it wether 
he goes down two tricks or five. 
Such desperation tactics, how- 
ever, are not always advisable— “ 
and in any case there may be a 
good way and a bad way to 
tackle an explosive situation. 


Consider this highly fllustrativo 
hand:

Almost every North in the 
field became declarer at six dia- 
monds, and properly so, since a 
break in either spades or clubs 
would have made 12 tricks easy 
to collect. However, all of these 
slams came to grief. 

One South was indiscreet 
enough (with his partner’s full 
co-operation) to reach a contract 
of six spades, and when the 
dummy was spread after West 
led the heart queen, this declar- 
er was naturally perturbed 
by what he saw. However, a 3-3 
trump break would fix every- 
thing up nicely—and no doubt 
give him an “absolute top”—+so 
he promptly led the ace, king 
and another trump. From that 
point on, South did not dg well! 
East drew declarer’s last trump 
and the defenders rattled off 
five heart tricks! 

It was true that South could 
not fulfill the remarkable six- 
spade contract unless he found 
a 3-3 trump break, but his des- 
peration tactics should have 
taken a different course. The 
logical play at trick 2 was a 
low trump. Dummy could then 
control a heart return, and de- 
clarer could of course control 
any other return. Now it would 
be both logical and relatively 
safe to lay down the ace and 
king of trumps, and when the 
non-break was revealed, to start 
running diamonds. 

The six-spade contract would 
thus go down only one trick —
